| SOURI SUPREME COURT. 


REVENUE MEASURE ONLY 


Opinion of Sherwood in a Test Case 
Brought by a Dealer in Bates 
County. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 12.—Judge 
Sherwood in an opinion in the supreme 
court in banc this morning knocked out 
the state whisky tax law. 


Judge Sherwood declares that the law is 
purely and solely a revenue measure, and 
Without uniformity in any particular. The 
language of the court on this peint is this: 

“We hoid the emergency clause in this in- 
Stance (Bengosch case) as conclusive evi- 
dence of the legislative purpose and that 
purpose is revenue. Every symptom of tne 
questioned act points towards revenue and 
towards regulation. The saloon-keeper un- 
der this act selis his beverages as was his 
wont before, without let our hindrance, ex- 
cept on such terms as the act provides. 
There are no provisions looking to any in- 
spection of liquor sold across the bar, nor 
any other safeguarding of the public mor- 
als, but at every term the act has simply | 
and solely a revenue aspect. Even the 
Stamps issued pursuant to this act, and 
signed by the state treasurer confirms 
th.s view, for on them is printed: ‘‘Act ap- 
proved April 17, 1901, taxing distilied liquors 
10 cents per galion.’’ 

As to the uniformity of th act the court 
says: ‘The act coerces payment from some 
manufacturers while omitting o.hers and 
pursues the like discriminatory course to- 
wards ordinary sellers of vinous liquors so | 
that, should the contention of the state ae 
correct, that act being investigated is only | 
a police regulaion, s.ill even under that 
view, the act tnnée condemned for its 
lack of uniformity. The state undertakes 
by this act to regulate those who man- 
ufaciure for sale in this state, it requires 
to pay a tax of 10 cents a gallon, but 
from manufacturers who manufacture in 
this state liquors for sale in other states, 
no tax is demanded, and in so doing, the 
act violates that portion of the fourteenth 
amendment to the (federal) constitution, 
which uaranees to each citizen of the 
United States and of each particular state 
the ‘‘protection of law.’’ We therefore are 
of the opinion that the act in question, 
violating as it does the rule of uniformity 
preserved by the condition, is aliogether 
invalid,’’ 

The case decided was that of Paul 
Bengsh,. a whisky dealer at Butler, Bates 
County. It was a test case. Judge 
Graves of the Circuit Court of Bates Coun- 
ty declared the law unconstitutional and 
void nearly a year ago, and the state ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, where the 
case has been pending for a decision s.nce. 
It was the decision of Judge Graves that 
the Supreme Court in banc affirmed this 
morning in Knocking out the law. This 
action of the court declaring the law un- 
constitutional leaves Thomas J. Martin, 
who has been special whisky commissioner 
since the law began to be enforced, with- 
out a state business. Chief Jurtice Burge-s 
and Judge Robinson concur in the opinion 
in toto with Judge Sherwood. Judge Mar- 
shall concurs in holding the act unconsti- 
tional, and hence concurs in the result. 
Judge Brace concurs because the title of 
the act does not conform to the require- 
ments of the state law. Judge Gantt con- 
curs because the title of the act is mis- 
leading. and holds that the information 
filed against Bengsh in this case was in- 
sufficient to warrant a cause of action.

LEAPED FROM FERRY BOAT 


“WHATS THE USE OF LIVING 
WITH RHEUMATISM?” HE SAID. 


Refused to Grasp Line When It Was 
Thrown, but One of Crew Cut 
Down Lifeboat and 
Rescued Him. 


‘What's the use of living when you have 
rheumatism?’ was the query put by Joseph 
Weber of 611 Spruce street, an elderly 
man, who was rescued from the river Tues- 
day evening. 

The East St. Louls ferry boat had just 
left the Illinois side and was churning 
across the river when a@ passenger leaped 
to the rail and plunged into the water. The 
ferry boat Samuel B. Wiggins was crossing 
the river in the opposite direction at the 
same time, and the cry “man overboard’’ 
was raised on both boats. 

In the water Weber made no apparent 
struggle to save himself and when a life 
line was tossed to him he refused to 
grasp it. 

The Samuel B. Wiggins shut down her 
engines, and as Weber floated close to her 
William Williams, one of the crew, cut 
away the lifeboat. As it struck the water 
Samuel Williams jumped into it and pulled 
toward the drifting man, who was by this 
time 200 yards downstream. 

The shore was lined with people watch- 
ing the rescue. 

Williams grasped Weber by the collar, 
and holding his head above water towed 
him to the foot of Poplar street and landed 
him on,the levee, 

Weber was taken to the §f. Louis cotton 
compress, where he was given dry clothing 
and sent home, none the worse for his ad- 
venture. He stated that he had chronic 
rheumatism, which, as he had not suc- 
ceeded in drowning himself, would probably 
be aggravated by his ducking.

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FOR FAIR ELEC TION LAWS, 


All persons concerned In the perpetration of frauds in the St. 
Loule elections should be punished. All information bearing upon 
elecfion frauds should be submitted to the circuit attorney. 

But when this work has been thoroughly accomplished there is 
another important work to be done; the election laws must be so 
amended as to reduce the opportunity for election frauds to a 


minimum. 
At the iate session the state legislature in response to the de- 


mands of the Post-Dispatch, supported by powerful public senti- 
ment, amended the Nesbit law in several important particulars, 
but the law is still faulty. It does not sufficiently guard the polls 
at all points. 

In its present amended form the Nesbit law is far inferior to 
the election law of 1895. That law was excellent. Its excellence 
was proved by tests. It was particularly strong in guarding 
against frauds in registration which is the foundation of honest 
elections. Its provisions with regard to precinct registration and 
posting and small precincts should be re-enacted. 

St. Louis cannot afford to rest under the imputation of con- 
tinual frauds in the city elections. The Democratic administra- 


maintaining a law which admits of frauds by which the party 
may profit. 

No partisanship should enter Into the question of honest elec- 
tions, or of passing fair election laws. Any party leadership 
which attempts to maintain party ascendancy through frauds at 
the polls and through laws which fail to guard the polls is 
asinine and rulnous. 

The state legis'ature should pass a recognized fair election law. 
Citizens of all parties who cherish the good name of the city and 
state, and who have regard for the public welfare should unite 
in demanding sound election laws. 

Let there be a union of men of all parties upon this demand. 
Steps should be taken now to organize a nonpartisan committee 
to appeal to the state legislature with such force and intelligence 
that it will recognize the necessity of prompt and satisfactory 
action. 

There is no public question In which the public. welfare com- 
mission and other citizens’ organizations can find a better oppor- 
tunity to do signal public service.
